First Army 
Cuts Seven 
File Miles 


GOVERNORS ISLAND, N. Y.— 
Installations of First Army suc- 
ceeded in eliminating more than 
seven miles (39,000 linear feet) of 
files during the Pes year in a drive 
‘aimed at reducing the accumula- 
tion of excess records. 

The paper destroyed represents 
the contents of 6500 filing cabinets, 
many of which were returned to 
supply channels for reissue, thus 
reducing the need for purchasing 
new cabinets. 

A recent tabulation of files 
showed that all installations of 
First Army have 307,000 linear feet 
of files on hand. During the past 
year 89,000 feet of new records 
were created while 128,000 were 
disposed 


The campaign to reduce working 
files has been in effect for more 
than 10 years. In the past year, a 
First Army records administration 
survey pointed out the need for 
guidance in educating personnel to 
eliminate the unnecessary hoard- 
ing of non-essential records. Recom- 
mendations by this survey group 
resulted in a good part of the seven 
miles of ol eliminated.

For weli over a hundred years the 
physical remains of this outstand- 
ing servant of his country have re- 
posed far away from the military 
establishment which bears his 
name. Somehow we fee! we are 
hallowing this already - sacred 
ground as we place the remnants 
of his body alongside those of his 
soldier comrades. 

“Tn a real sense we have brought 
him home.” 

Following the general’s address, 
Mayor Tom E. Rogers of El Paso 
spoke briefly expressing thanks on 


behalf of the citizens of El Paso to 
Gen. Rutledge and all others con- 
cerned for bringing “this wonder- 
ful soldier to his last resting 
place”. 

Re-committal services for the 
body of the officer who died in 
1853 followed the addresses. Re- 
ligious rites were conducted by 
the Fort Bliss post chaplain, Col. 
F. Bernard Henry. 

A rifle-salute was fired by the 
honor guard and “Taps” was 
sounded above the grave by a Fort 
Bliss bugler, with an answering

WASHINGTON, D. C., — De 
signed to “get the message 
through” to the Army trainee in 
the shortest possible time and at 
the least expense, the new Class 
E training film is now being pro 
duced in quantity by the Army 
Signal Corps. This latest develop- 
ment in the field of military pic- 
torial products is rapidly gaining 
favor among forward-looking S-3s. 


Developed by the Signal Corps 
Center at Long Island 
City, N. Y., 40 meet a teaching 
need long recognized, these films 
follow time-tested educational prin- 
ciples in placing a new tool in the 
hands. of the military instructor. 
Best of all, these basic films can be 
prduced quickly by new  tech- 
niques, making them available to 
the requesting agency and the field 
in a fraction of the time required 
for the normal, more complicated 
productions.

BASIC CHARACTERISTIC of 
the Class E film is its simplicity. 


The subject matter is devoted to 
only- one major teaching point, 
based on existing doctrine and in- 
struction, with the running time 
limited to six minutes. If the con- 
tent is limited in scope, it is pos- 
sible to reduce this time-to a min- 
imum of three minutes at a corres- 
ponding reduction in cost.

“FOR ages past, people have been passing pieces of paper 

around in an attempt to stop progress. They haven’t 
wpucceeded yet. When the need for a thing—any thing—has 
been fully demonstrated, that thing will be brought into use.” 
t So spoke one Army field commander at Louisiana’s Exer- 
cise Sage Brush last week when he was asked to comment on 
Air Force objections to the Army’s use of planes during the 
maneuver. He had particular reference to the compromise 
agreement governing the matter which was worked out by 
the secretaries of both services (see Skycav story, page 1). 
The attitude of the working-level Army regarding the com- 
promise was pretty well reflected by his statement. 

An Army Times reporter on the scene at Sage Brush 
could record varying intensities of feeling when the subject 
under discussion was the Army’s use of the air. A few thought 
the contrdversy over Skycav was one of those things with 
more wind than substance and would shortly blow over. But 
more Army people by far were truly concerned over the 
thing, particularly as it evidenced what they described as 
“the impossibility of getting along with the Air Force” on 
policy. 

In our view, however, this strong show of resentment— 
which was rather surprising in a usually docile service— 
could be taken as just a forerunner to what may turn into a 
genuinely firm stand. The stand probably will not be made 
on Skycav, for that unit was merely improvised for the 
maneuver. It worked very well in some departments, the 
fina] assessment probably will show, but was weak in others. 
Concealment of those helicopters close to the front lines, for 
example, was the commander’s biggest problem, Another was 
the fact that he was tethered to a fuel train running back 
for too great a distance. And the aircraft at his disposal just 
were not fast enough or elusive enough to do the job that had 
to be done in any day’s 24 hours. . 

The fact remains that an army wishing to survive in 
nucledr warfare has an imperative need for early intelli- 
gence and rapidity of movement. This opinion was voiced 
pretty emphatically by Gen, Maxwell D. Taylor, Army Chief 
of Staff, who visited the field in the last days of Sage Brush. 
In response to a reporter’s question, he “did not know” 
whether the Army—in order to get what it needs—would 
have to ask for a revision of the “memorandum of under- 
standing” which has built a high wall between the missions 
of the Army and the Air Force. It was drawn up by Gens. 
Collins and Vandenberg when they were uniformed chiefs 


of the respective services and it rigidly limits the Army’s 
aircraft in tonnage and horsepower. 

That, of course, is the crux of the thing: whether arbi- 
trary limits like these should continue in force while the 
Army is striving desperately in many ways to meet condi- 
tions of war which have changed immeasurably since the 
agreement was drawn up. In our opinion, it’s just like 
making. a. modern and growing boy wear knee-pants until 
he’s 16, because that’s what Father did. 

Moreover, it has long been apparent that the Air Force 
has little or no interest in any problem facing the Army in 
its immediate front and in which it might be expected to 
take a hand: (The last airman to have anything good or im- 

rtant to’say about tactical air was Gen. Quesada, and he 
ft the service shortly after War II, some say in disgust.

BEFORE EXPANSION, reduc- 
tien or closing ‘of facilities by any} n 
fervice, even after consultation, 
the Defense Department ig to be 
consulted. In the long run, it is 
éxpected that in a given area, a 
single hospital, staffed and run’ by 
one service, will provide medical 
treatment for all services. 

For example, if in an area there 
is an airfield, a Navy depot, an 
Army post and an Army depot, 
a single hospital, located perhaps 
on the Army post, will give treat- 
ment to patients from all four in- 
stallations. 

The way this is now done, pa- 
tients from the air base are usually 
flown to the nearest Air - Force 
hospital, sometimes hundreds of 
miles distant, patients from the 
Navy depot go to a naval hospital, 
also many miles away, and patients 
from the Army installations often 
are given only emergency treat- 
ment at the small base hospital 
before being moved to a larger 
hospital, also many miles away. 

The directive thus provides a 
greater possible patient load for 
the local hospital, gives a basis 
for expanding its size, staff and 
services to meet the local require- 
ments.

WITH RESPECT to care of de- 
pendents, the directive should be 
interpreted as confirming present 
practice, or at least theory, that 
medical facilities should be made 
available to dependents, if avail- 
able, by any military hospital, no 
matter whether the sponsor is a 


member of the service which oper- | 


ates the hospital. 

Iu addition, in planning future 
hospitals and other facilities, the 
total patient load from all services, 
including dependents, retired per- 
sonnel, and others who are author- 
ized care in military medical fa- 
cilities, should be included in the 
plans. 

The directive’s principal new 
points, besides putting teeth in ex- 
isting policy, are the extension of 
joint use to medical facilities other 
than hospitals and. in setting up, 
on the level of the secretaries of 
the services, a mechanism calling 
for day-to-day supervision of joint 
use of all available medical skills, 
services and facilities, Defense De- 
partment officials ‘say.

UNDER TERMS. of the directive, 
the Armed Forces Medical Regu- 
lating Office (ASMRO) will be 
given greater control and respon- 
sibility for military patients. 

This office was set up in 1950 
to distribute the load of returning 
patients from Korea countrywide, 
so that no one hospital received 
too great a load for it to carry. 
A joint agency, “ASMRO operates 
under service directives, the De- 
fense directive says: 

“Hospitalized patients will be 
transferred, if transfer is neces- 
sary, to the nearest armed services 
medical facility which is capable 
of providing the required care.” 
In the case where return to duty 
is expected, it wili be the-facility 
nearest the place where the pa- 
tient is sick. Where return to dut 
is not expected, the transfer will 
be to the facility nearest the pa- 
tient’s home.

In return for the loyalty and co- 
operation of these experienced en- 
listed personnel, the officers saw 
to it that the enlisted personnel 
received every available privilege 
and benefit. ¥ 
During World War II this prac- 
tice of stabilized assignments for 
enlisted personnel was interrupted 
and as a result the enlisted person- 
nel are as new to the organization 
as the officers. The officers there- 
fore do not depend upon the non- 
commissioned officers to the extent 
that they used to. 

During World War II, command- 
ers at policy-making levels, such as 
posts, camps, and stations, turned 
to permanent civilian employees to 
insure continuity of organizational 
administration. This situation was 
further aggravated by civilian per- 
sonnel regulations requiring civil- 
jan grades to be distributed in 
accordance with the actual amount 
of responsibility delegated to the 
individual. Commanders gave most 
of the responsible jobs to civilians 
in order to secure higher grades 
and correspondingly better em- 
ployees. 

The noncommissioned officer 
with no such protection and with 
grades issued by a staffing pattern 
now finds himself delivering papers 
in the office with no actual respon- 
sibility and very little prestige. 

Officers attending a command 
conference prior to War II were 
always accompanied by their chief 
noncommissioned officer who was 
familiar with the operation of the 
entire section. Attend a command 
conference at post level now and 
you will find the same staff officers 
but they are now accompanied by 
their chief civilian clerks. 

The loss of these top jobs for 
noncommissioned officers has re- 
sulted in a corresponding loss in 
prestige. In the event that the De- 
partment of the Army is interested 
in raising the prestige of the non- 
commissioned officer, it would not 
appear too difficult to encourage 
the return of many of these top 
jobs to noncommissioned officers. 
The number of personnel involved 
would be few but the gain in pres- 
tige on the post would be great. 

The present practite of granting 
stabilized assignments to enlisted 
personnel with over 20 years of 
service could be publicized and 
encouraged. This, tied in with a 
policy of not granting T/D posi 
tions for top grade non-commis- 
sioned officers unless they were 
assigned responsibilities commen- 
surate with their grade, would do 
much to reduce the number of high 
grade civilian employees presently 
employed and would increase the 
number of top grade noncomaiis- 
sioned officers in positions~ that, 
carry prestige. It would also elimi- 
nate the present practice of using 
a noncommissioned officer as an of- 
fice errand boy.

There's No Chance 
Fer Advancement 


In the Army today there is very 
little chance for a master sergeant 
to advance to a higher grade. Those 
who do not hold Reserve commis- 
sions or warrants have. little or 
nothing to look forward to in the 
way of-advancement. 

Under the current reduced 
strength of the Army establish- 
ment, the chances of those holding 
Reserve commissions or warrants 
of being recalled to active duty are 
remote. Very few warrants are be- 
ing made under the present situa- 
tion. Those that are being made are 
usually in highly specialized or 
technical fields, and do not neces- 
sarily go to the master sergeants. 
We know that there should be 
no laxity in_ the initiative of the 
master sergeants who are in a 
career field which offers no chance 
for advancement, short of actual 
war or a period of rapid expansion. 
We do know, however, that it is 
only human for a person in such a 
position to lose a certain amount of 
initiative and will to achieve knowl- 
edge of a grade or position higher 
than that in which he is currently 
serving. 

I believe that it would improve 
the quality of the entire NCO corps 
if there was some system of promo- 
tion by which master sergeants 
could look forward.to the possibil- 
ity of advancement. This could be 
done by filling vacancies in the 
Regular warrant fields solely from 
the ranks of the eligible master 
sergeants. 

This would add the incentive 
which is vital to the encouragement 
of competition.

Presuming that the 
legal obstacles which still must be 
dealt with are overcome in the 
near future, it will not be many 
months before West Germans will 
begin to see some organized units 
of their new army — a battalion 
here, a battery there.

NATURALLY, for the Russians, 
the existence of an East German 
army will not be without its an- 
xieties. Regrouping of Soviet troops 
in concentrated strength, while the

tered out along the frontiers, sug- 
gests that precautions are being 
taken against the East Germans 
getting any dangerous thoughts in- 
to their minds. 

Once they are allowed to call 
themselves soldiers instead of 
policemen, however, these dan- 
gerous thoughts can hardly be 
excluded from German heads, 


However carefully they may be 
screened and indoctrinated, the 
fact remains ihat presently they 
will be looking across the frontier 
at the soldiers of the Federal Re- 
public, and realizing that here in- 
deed the German Army is being 
reborn before their eyes. 

Nothing can conceal from their 
inner knowledge the grim fact 
that’ they are. merely puppet sol- 
diers, under the control of the 
despised Slavz. They will never 
be able to see a West German 
soldier snap to attention and 
salute an officer without remem- 
bering that the officer represents 
a free German government’ while 
their officers are just the front 
men for a Russian Marshal.

THE ARMY’S new plan to attract 
medical and dental professional 
people provides a faster promotion 
rate than is now provided for line 
officers. Field grade will be reached 
one year earlier. 

It is reported that the move is 
aimed at easing a critical shortage 
of Army doctors in the career 
category. The item that will serve 
to retain these officers is not pro- 
motion or pay increase as much as 
it is quarters, or better housing 
facilities. 

Why the Army will net make 
greater use of Reserve officers of 
these groups remains a good ques- 
tion. There are many senior Re- 
servists who have indicated a de- 
sire to come on active duty. Then 
there are many others who would 
like short tours. It looks like the 
Army could give more considera- 
tion to this possibility.

New Abn. Division to Pro 


FORT BRAGG, N. C.—The 


recent announcement that a 
new airborne division is to be 
formed at Fort Campbell, Ky., 
will raise America’s tactical 
“long reach” to three airborne 
units to include the 11th Abn., 
now at Fort Campbell ready- 
ing for shipment to Germany, 
and the 82d Abn. stationed 
here at Fort Bragg, and now 
acting as “Aggressor Forces” 
in Operation Sage Brush, La. 

Significantly, the new parachute 
unit, as yet unnamed will up the 
Army’s airborne strength to one 
seventh of all Combat Divisions. 

Examples of airborne potential 
are the two parachute assaults 
made by the 187th Abn RCT during 
the Korean war and subsequent 
gyroscope airlift of 3000 187th men 
from Japan to Fort Bragg. 

Selected to cadre the new air- 
borne division is the 187th com 
manded by Col. Joseph F. Ryneska 
which is now training 2600 airborne 
volunteers here. 

For nearly five years the only 
airborne unit in the Far East, the 
187th, will move to Fort Campbell 
in February to become the nucleus 
of the planned 11,000-man force. 

This mission is a fitting testi- 
monial to the men of the RCT past 
and present identified as ‘“Rak- 
kasans,” which means “falling um- 
brella” in Japanese. They sustain 
a combat tradition dating back to 
Feb. 25, 1943 when the 187th Glider 
Inf. Regt., then a component of the | 
llth Abn Div., was activated at 
Camp MacKall, N. C.

THE 187TH WAS FIRST com- | 
mitted to battle on Leyte in 1944. 
Relieving the 7th Inf. Div., the 
187th with other elements of the 
llth Abn.

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Manuscripts Depict French Engineers’ Role at Yorktown 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—The age-old traditional friendship between the Republic of 
France and the United States was brought to light again when the Corps of Engineers Mu- 
seum at Fort Belvoir, Va., recently received five manuscript documents from the French 
Archives in Paris reporting the details. of the siege of Yorktown, Va., 174 years ago. 


Outstanding historical figures 
participating in.the siege included 
Gens. Washington, Rochambeau 
and Lafayette.. Included in the 
group of papers are three maps 
showing disposition of troops and 
trenches at various stages of the 
18-day siege, plus two identical 
handwritten accounts of the siege 
written by the commandant of the 
participating French Engineers, 
Col. de Querenet de la Combe. 

The Querenet papers are in the 
nature of after-action reports to 
the French War Office on French 
Engineer participation in the siege. 
The Continental Army Chief En- 
gineer was Gen. Louis le Begue du 
Portail, He supervised the siege 
operations at Yorktown.

FRENCH HELP WAS largely re- 
sponsible for making possible the 
surrounding of Lord Cornwallis in 
the Virginia port city of Yorktown. 
After the Southern Army, under 
Lafayette, drove Cornwallis into 
Yorktown, Adm. de Grasse, com- 
manding a French fleet, drove the 
British warships from the sur- 
rounding waters. The maps show 
that the British, sealed’ off from 
the sea, were caught in a landward 


trap in the form of a semi-circle of. 


swamps and “parallel” trenches. 

As a historical document, the de 
Querenet manuscript diary of the 
days of Sept. 30 through Oct. 19, 
1781 ranks high, according to Mr. 
Raleigh B. Buzzaird, curator of the 
Corps of Engineers Museum here. 
He stated, “The acquisition of 
these papers by the Corps of En- 
gineers Museum is fertunate. They 
are the original reports and no 
other such report by the French 
Royal Engineers is known to exist 
in this country.” 

Entries in the diary describe 
construction of the parallels and 
recount hand-to-hand encounters 
within these parallels. Allied fight- 
ing was led (for the American 
Army) by Gen. Lafayette, and for 
the French Army by their Gren- 
adiers.

Regarding the last phases of the 
Engineer part in the siege, Quer- 
enet states, “On the 17th most of 
the batteries had fired and over- 
powered those of the town which 
had maintained a very brisk and 
very sustained fire during the 
previous days. 

“During the afternoon Lord 
Cornwallis requested a suspense of 
arms in order to negotiate the sur- 
render of the Port of York and 
Glouster. This suspension was suc- 
eessively extended for the night 
with mutual suspension of the 
work. Consequently we stopped the 
layout of a flying sap aiming to re- 
proach the battery opposed to the 
advanced redoubt of the left side 
of the enemy. On the 18th the sus- 
pension was continued in order to 
fix the articles of the capitulation 
which was signed on the 19th. 

“The two garrisons in the num- 
ber of more than 8,000 men, in- 
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cluding about 2000 sick and wound- 


ed and the crews of the War Ships 
and transport vessels were made 
war prisoners and carried to the 
various quarters which had been 
assigned to them.” 

The report continues, “The ar- 
tillery consists of about 200 pieces 
of all types and all caliber of 
which about 80 are in cast iron. 
The losses of the French Army do 
not exceed 90 men killed or died 
from their wounds, among which 
were three officers. There is about 
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twice as many wounded. The losses 
of the Americans is still less im- 
portant, since they did not take 
part in the 30 September attack 
to the left side and they found 
little resistance from the redoubts 
they took during the night 14-15. 
Made at York Camp, October 20, 
1781. Querenet.” 

Fort Belvoir received the docu- 
ments from Gen. Robert Jean Pin- 
son, chief of French Engineers.

]¥ YOU are interested in good single-string guitar solos, 
the newest Tal Farlow record is recommended (Norgran 
12-inch LP MG N-1030). 
Farlow is one modern jaz 
ing a long solo than a short one. Explanation for this is 


musician who sounds better 





has a solid knowledge of his instru- 
ment and a wealth of melodic 
ideas. Tal is usually heard with a 
trio but on this record he’s with 
a sextet. No piano is used. Group 
is made up of tenor sax, baritone 
sax, valve trombone, bass, drums 
and guitar. I think Farlow’s trio 
sides with Red Norvo and others 
come off better but this sextet LP 
contains some good music, too. 
Listen, especially, to Tal’s exciting 
work on Out of Nowhere, Bye Bye 
Baby and Moonlight Becomes You. 
Other tunes in the album are On , 

the Alamo, Walkin’, and Lorinesque, an original. Aside from Tal, 
the most exciting solos come from the tenor sax of Bill Perkins, a 
comparative newcomer but already one of the best. Perkins is now 
on the road with the Stan Kenton band. 

My only complaint about Farlow’s work is the sound of his 
amp and the excessive pick noise, especially on chords, from time 
to time. But this is a minor complaint and shouldn’t bother anyone 
too much.: I suppose I am a minority of one but I have always felt 
that guitar solos on record would sound better if the musician would 
ditch the amp and use a concert guitar. Certainly the sound would 
be better. . 

Farlow, now 34, gained national attention while playing with 
the Red Norvo Trio, (First time I heard this trio in person I was 
gassed out of my mind.) Born in Greensboro, N. C., he didn’t be- 
come vitally interested in jazz until he came across some Benny 
Goodman sextet records featuring the late Charlie Christian on 
guitar in the early 1940s. ; 

“It was the first time I ever knew a guitar could be played like 
that,” says Farlow. So he purchased an amplifier from Sears Roe- 
buck for $20, installed some old radio earphones in a hole which he 
cut into his guitar and tried to play like Christian. 

Farlow listened to those Goodman Sextet records until he could 
play Charlie’s solos note for note. “Then I came across some old 
Count Basie sides and that’s: when I started realizing that Christian 
was influenced by Lester Young. This was a real exciting discovery 
for me.” ; 

However, ‘as is the nature of every real jazz musician, Farlow 
went on to develop his own style, which is considerably different 
from Christian’s. As Tal discovered, Christian’s approach to the 
guitar was similar to that of a saxophonist, specifically Lester 
Young. Thus you will notice that Christian phrases like a -tenor 
man, leaving “holes” in the same way that a saxophonist - must 
leave “holes” in order to inhale. Farlow’s style is different. More 
notes, fewer “holes.” (Among the finer single string guitar experts, 
Barney Kessel is nearer to Christian in this respect than Farlow.) 

The excellent drawing on the cover of the new Farlow LP, re- 
produced here, is David Stone Martin. 

+ - * 

ANOTHER GUITAR album of unusual interest has been re- 
leased by Angel Records. It’s a series of nine guitar solos by the 
late Django Reinhardt, who was to jazz guitar what Segovia is to 
classical guitar. These records were originally issued on the French 
“Swing” label and they date from 1937 to 1949. Angel is to be 
congratulated for making these important records available to a 
wider public. 

You will find no amplifier on Django’s records. The amazing 
French gypsy used a concert guitar. His execution of difficult 
passages was fabulous despite two immovable fingers on his left 
hand. He was complete master of his instrument and he had the 
feeling and heart to match his technical wizardry. Tunes on the 
LP are You Rascal You (sounds like Saints). Tea for Two, I'll See 
You in My Dreams, Sweet Georgia Brown and five originals, Blues 
Clair, Bouncin’ Around, Naguine, Echoes of Spain and Improvisation 
No. 3. For this writer, they are all superb. One of the best records 
of this or any other year (Angel 10-inch LP 60011).

LULLABY of BIRDLAND, the catchy tune written Wie 
Shearing based on the chord progression ‘of Love Me or e Me 
(with only a couple of changes) is given the full treatment on a new 
12-inch LP (RCA-Victor 1146). Twelve different versions of the 
tune makeup the LP and all of them swing with the exception of a 
pretentious Bach-like treatment by clarinetist Tony Scott. 

Most satisfying to my taste are those by pianist Pete Jolly, 
the Joe Newman Octet (including Al Cohn, Frank Rehack 
Freddie Green), the big band arrangement by Billy Byers with Don

This book, based upon Gen. 
Fry’s experiences as an Infantry 
commander in Italy (War II) and 
in Korea, is aimed at the smallest 
units. Its purpose is to help pre- 
pare soldiers for the time when 
they must close with a determined 
enemy. 

The author writes: 


“It has frequently been stated 
by. graduates of combat that 
“Battle is the payoff,”.and that 
“Troops have to be _ blooded.” 
What they really mean is that 
men committed to battle must 
learn the hard way. This text 
disagrees with such assumptions. 
It is true that men’s mentality 
cannot be completely readied 
through training to absorb the 
impact of battle, but they can be 
taught through repetetive drills 
how to coordinate their efforts 
so that each soldier can move 
with assurance based on knowl- 
edge of what his fellow soldiers 
are going to do and how his be- 


pegee fits into the entire scheme 
of action.” 

The author says his suggested 
battle drill will instill individual 
confidence in the small unit. And, 
he .declares, “unit aggressiveness 
will be the result.” Troops which 
have had considerable battle 
drill, he writes, will need fewer 
verbal orders and signals from 
lieutenants and noncoms, thereby 
reducing casualties among these 
groups. 

In a foreword which praises the 
book, Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin 
says “Assault Battle. Drill” is 
“well worthwhile studying by 
our combat leaders of tomorrow,” 
partly because it “provides a good 
basis for developing innovations 
that will be essential in the 
atomic battle environment of the 
future.” 

Gen. Gavin adds: “This is a far 
better order of precedence than 
the reverse — one’s first. small 
arms fight is a poor laboratory 
in which to experiment.”

‘Black Light’ Makes Bird Migration Safer 


WASHINGTON. —Safer passage 

for the songbird migrating 
south is assured for next fall, 
thanks to the cooperation of the 
Air Force, the Weather Bureau 
and numerous groups interested 
in the welfare of birdlife, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Douglas Mc- 
Kay said this week. 

McKay declared that the high 
mortality rate of migratory birds 
in the vicinity of airports where 
high powered vertical light beams 
are used to determine the ceiling 
will be appreciably lowered dur- 
ing the 1956 flights but that the 
problem of mortality of birds 
around high buildings and high 
towers still thwarts solution. 

“The toll at ceilometer stations 


in recent years has been alarm- 
ing,” he said. “As many as 25,000 
birds have perished in a single 
night at single airfield. Most of 
the trouble has been in the south 
but of bird losses have 
come m as far north as New 
York and Pennsylvania. But with 
all. of us working together we 
think we have the big problem 
around ceilometer stations pretty 
well licked.”

Three general 
categories of stamps are in usé 
in the United States. The first 
of these are the regular issues 
and include the one-half cent 
through the $5 stamps. The reg- 
ular series now being issued is 
gradually being revised and soon 
all stamps in the old series will 
be replaced. The old series has 
been used since 1938. 
' Periodically the U. S. issues 
special stamps honoring individ- 
uals or events.

Recent commemoratives include 
those marking the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Rotary Clubs, and one 
paying tribute to members of the 
Armed Forces Keserve. Commem- 
oratives are usually—but not al- 
ways — of the three-cent de- 
nomination.

IN THE early days, before the 
advent ot cemmemoratives as 
they are kaown today, regular is- 
sue stamps were used: to honor 
individuals and events. To do 
this, additionai information was 
printed over the face of the 
stamp. This was known as over- 
printing. Typ'cal of stamps of 
this type was the issue paying 
tribute to Molly Pitcher. Her 
name, in black letters, was 
printed over the top of one of 
the common stamps of the period. 
Similar overprints were used hon- 
oring the states of Kansas and 
Nebraska.

To Iron Seats of GI Pants 


FORT KNOX, Ky. — As any 
récruiting sergeant will tell you, 
the American soldier is the best 
dressed military man in the world. 

What the sergeant may not know 
is that the sharp military creases 
in his uniform were pressed by 
seven different machines—includ- 
ing one specially designed for the 
seat of his pants. 

A hundred of these oddly shaped 
machines, assembled in two neat 
files like an honor-guard, finish off 
500 unifofms an hour at the largest 
laundry in Kentucky—the Fort 
Knox QM Laundry. 

Boss of the operation and its 200 
civilian employees, is Clayton 
Smith, an itinerant laundryman 
who has specialized in Army clean- 
ing—at Indiantown Gap, Pa., Camp 
Pickett, Va., and Fort Knox—for 
the past 15 years. 





Two New Grade

During the peak summer months, 
45,000 pounds of starch and 75,000 
pounds of soap are boiled up in 
the giant cauldrons in the two-acre 
one-story building. 

The cauldrons, along with the 
rows of washing-machines, the re- 
volving drums that dry the wash 
at 1000 revolutions per minute, the 
pair of machines that flatten and 
fold the everpresent six-foot pile 
of sheets, and the squadron of 
pressing machines, are rapidly do- 
ing away with the soldier’s tradi- 


tional equipment—GI soap and a 
scrub board.

10,400 Students Take 
‘Signal Corps: Courses, 


FORT MONMOUTH, N. J.—A new record in daily en- 
rollment was set by the Department of Non-Resident Instruc- 
tion of The Signal School, here when 95 students, from all 
parts of the world, signed up for courses in the school’s 





The function of the Department 
of Non-Resident Instruction is to 
offer courses to Reserve, National 
Guard and active duty personnel 
which parallel as closely as pos- 
sible the program of instruction 
given to resident students at The 
Signal School. 

Interestedly enough, when the 
Department of Non-Resident In- 
struction was organized here in 
1946, only two students were en- 
rolled in its courses. Today, the 
enrollment has blossomed to some 
10,400 students. 


THE LARGEST PERCENTAGE 
of students comes from the Signal 
Corps, but there are presently offi- 
cers and enlisted men from every 
branch of the Army and its civilian 
components taking courses, as well 
as the Air Force, Navy and Ma- 
rines. 

The Training material prepared 
and published by the Department 
is designed to help the student in- 
terpret doctrine in terms of prac- 
tical modern problems. The greater 
portion of the curriculum concen- 
trates heavily on the academic 
subjects of the Signal Corps: radio, 
radar, wire, photography, signai 
supply and comcenter procedures. 

Courses are planned to prepare 
the officer or enlisted man for his 
next highest grade. Enrollment is 
wholly on a voluntary basis. 

Brig. Gen. William D. Hamlin, 
Commandant of the Signal School, 
recently summed up the purpose 
of the Department of Non-Resident 
Instruction when he said: 


“At the Signal School we are

“In order to meet these require- 
menfs with the efficiency that has 
been the pride of the Signal Corps 
for nearly a century, we are faced 
with the problem of training 
enough leaders and specialists to 
cope with any future emergency. 

“Unfortunately, the number cf 
personnel who can take resident 
instruction at the Signal School is 
limited. The problem of keeping 
Signal Corps personnel informea 
of the latest tactics and techniques 
is being met by Army Extension 
Courses.”

With winter winds which reach 
80 miles an hour at times and only 
165 miles from the Arctic Circle, 
Fort Greely was selected as the site 
for Exercise Moose Horn because it 
combines the extreme winter condi- 
tions of the Arctic interior with the 
greatest variety of terrain to be 
found in any similar location in 
Alaska. 

Duplicated at or near Fort Greely 
are types of practically all geo- 
graphic features found in the Arctic 
and Sub-Arctic: mountains, plains, 
forests, muskeg, tundra, glaciers, 
rivers, lakes and swamps. Snow 
cover is also typical, varying from 
none on clear, wind-swept flats to 
three to eight feet in the heavily 
timbered and mountainous regions. 

IT IS IN this region that troops 
from U. S. Army, Alaska, will work 
rout problems in cross-country move- 








ment, tactics and comparative 
methods of resupply. Supplying 
troops by air-drop and giant trac- 
tor-trains with sleds will be tested 
by supplying one team by aerial 
delivery and the other by surface 
transportation. 

In this cold, sparsely-wooded 
14,900 acre area, which abounds in 
such big game animals as moose, 
caribou, bear and American bison, 
soldiers used to living in comfort- 
ably heated barracks will set up 
housekeeping in lean-tos, tents and 
sleeping bags laid in _ hollows 
scooped out of the snow. Food will 
be heated over open camp fires or

Training in Jungle Warfare 
Teaches Soldier Confidence 


FORT AMADOR, C. Z.—The GI 
jungle fighter, facing the jungle’s 
rivers and cliffs, has a mental 
obstacle more acute than the phys- 
ical. That is a theory of jungle 
training experts here. 

So with that mental ohstacle 
in mind, the USARCARIB Jungle 
Warfare Training Center at Fort 
Sherman has built a confidence 
course which training officials 
think will teach the jungle soldier 
that his fears are baseless. 


The course is a physical chal- 
lenge. In covering the course, a 
man preparing for his jungle ex- 
pert test crosses mountain streams 
and treacherous rivers and ravines, 
using only his physical strength 
and creative powers. 
« a * 
THERE IS MORE THAN a little 
to learn before running the course. 
The pre-test lecture and demon- 
stration is given by Lt. James F. 
Miley, JWTC instructor, and then 
students move to the_ practical 
work area. 

Test obstacles include climbing 
a single rope while carrying a field 
pack, two-man cliff scaling, cliff 
descending, river crossing, and 
ravine crossing. Each obstacle 
has two or more ways of being 


and rivers there are two common 
methods. The commando crawl, 
emphasizing balance, is one 
method. The trainee, moving with 
froglike strokes, creeps along the 
top of a rope strand with his pack 
on his back. The second method— 
the monkey crawl—is just the 
opposite. The soldier suspends 
himself under the rope and hand- 
over-hands himself, calling upon 
strength rather than balance. 

Most common of the materials 
used in jungle obstacles are rope 
ladders, vines and trees, and single 
strand ropes. The single strand 
rope is probably the most used. 

The JWTC theory is. being 
proven. every day. Conquer, the 
GI’s mental fears, and jungle 
obstacles can be crossed easily 
and rapidly, they say. Then they 
do it at JWTC,

FORT CARSON, Colo.—By bail- 
ing out above the 10,000-foot Lead- 
ville, Colo, air strip, four members 
of the 77th Special Forces Group 
from Fort Bragg, N. C., established 
what appears to be an all-time al- 
titude record for Army _ para- 
troopers. 

Maj. Donald C. O’Rourke, com- 
mander of the Special Forces liaison 
detachment at Fort Carson, led the 
way as the parachutists began a 
series of high altitude experimental 
jumps. With him were lst Lt. J. J.

If the tests show that the rarified 
air doesn’t seriously affect the rate 
of descent, then the two Special 
Forces teams scheduled to train at 
Hale this winter will be dropped 
over the nearby Leadville air strip. 
The three teams which trained at 
Carson and Hale this fall hit the 
silk over Carson’s mile-high Mesa 
air strip. 

The four men were clocked at 

22 feet per second (15 miles an 
hour) as they drifted down to the 
snow-covered drop zone. The 
safety limit is 25 feet per second. 
Their C-124 Globemaster was.at 
11,250 feet when they jumped. 

Maj. O’Rourke explained that 
“the jump had everything in our 
faver. There was little wind, the 
knee-deep snow cushioned our fall, 
and the*sun beating down on the 
snow éereated currents of warm air 
moving up.” 

Although the airborne quartet 
was “prepared for anything,” they 


didn’t: note much difference be- | 


tween jumping two miles up and 
closer to sea level. - 


“I do believe that 1 fell farther |} 
than usual before my chute fully | 


opened, but once it caught the air, 
the jump was routine,” said the 
major.

This is being resisted by 
leaders of employee unions. 

Writing on his own behalf and, 
apparently, that of some of his co- 
workers, reader “F. Jay” declares 
in part: 

“There seems to be some fear 
among the top brass of the unions 
that if Social Security covered fed- 
eral employees they (union lead- 
ers) would lose out * * *, 

“* * * The rank and file féderal 
employee does not object to being 
placed under Social Security as 
long as he can still have and pay 





for his civil service retirement.” 

“F, Jay” may be right, but there 
is reason to doubt it. 

California’s state employees re- 
cently rejected a plan to coordinate

GOOD NEWS for government 
employees stems from a variety of 
sources this week. You may have 
been waiting for straight dope on 
one or more of the following: 

Personnel cuts.—Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson is expected to cancel 
the six percent payroll cut previ- 
ously ordered for the Air Force. 
Meanwhile, the Army and Navy 
have notified field installations that 
layoffs during the Christmas sea- 
son are to be held to a minimum. 


Appeals.—The Administration is 
considering plans to set up an in- 
dependent board to weigh the evi- 
dence and make final decisions in 
employee appeals, This-job is cur- 
rently being done by the Civil 
Service Commission. 


Wage study.—CSC is examining 
the possibility of fixing many class- 
ified and postal salaries by a modi- 
fied wage board process. Pay rates 
for the same type of job now vary 
widely between different agencies 
in the same locality. 

Automation.— The government 
plans to try to find new positions 
for employees forced out of their 
old jobs by greater use of auto- 
matic business machines, Assistant 
Labor Secretary Rocco Siciliano 
declared recently.

Dean Smith, Now at Ord, 
Aims for Olympics Again

FORT ORD, Calif—One of the 
five fastest sprint stars in the 
world has changed mufti for khaki 
and is now taking basic Infantry 
training with Fort Ord’s famous 
6th Infantry Division. 

Dean Smith, a member of the 
1952 U.S. Olympic team and 
former University of Texas speed- 
ster, is still one of the brightest 
hopes for the 1956 Olympics. 

The 23-year-old athlete, who fin- 
ished fourth in the 100-meter 
race in the 1952 Olympics, has 
high hopes of competing in the 
1956 Olympics as a member of the 
Army. 

In the 1952 Games Smith com- 
peted only in the 100-meter race 
individually. In the next Olympics 
he wants to compete in both the 
100 and 220 meter events.
